This City fwarms with Foreign In- 
lifters, who have carried their Infolence fo far, as to im- 
refs many by Force.’ Yelterday a Houfe was fearch’d 
4 Order of the Government, in which a Number of 
thefe People, taken againft their Wills, were found tied 
Neck and Heels, but were immediately difcharg’d ; yet 
the People murmur even at this, becaufe, in their Opt- 
nion, the Iolifters fhould have been confined. A Mini-
